for bronze by four lOOths of 
a second, with a time of 
6:56.68. Thus, they thank¬ 
fully turned the page on a 
week that saw Canada con¬ 
tinually on the wrong end 
of a centimetre, or nine 
lOOths of a second. 

The race was so close the

Cancer survivors share hope 


Fundraiser takes on special 
meaning for local woman

When Karun Feron signed 
up for the first Halifax 
Weekend to End Breast 
Cancer, she had no idea 
how personal the fundrais¬ 
er would become. 

A month after the 33- 
year-old made plans to at¬ 
tend the inaugural fundrais¬ 
er, she found a lump in her 
breast. She’s scheduled for a 
biopsy today. 

“It was ironic that it hap¬ 
pened that way, but it was 
really comforting,” Feron 
said yesterday, after her two 
young sons and husband, 
Ryan, greeted her with 
flowers at the finish line. 

She said she met people 
who have fought breast can¬ 
cer and survived it, and it 
gave her new perspective 
on the disease. 

“Whatever happens (to¬ 
day), there’s nothing I can 
do.” 

Over the weekend, 650 
participants walked 60 kilo¬ 
metres and raised $1.25 mil¬ 
lion toward a proposed 
Breast Health Centre in Hal¬ 
ifax. It’s not clear how

much the centre, which has 
been talked about for the 
last five years, will cost to 
launch.

Marion McNeill, who has 
been cancer-free for five 
years, travels across the 
country each year from her 
Calgary home.

My whole family 
died of cancer,” McNeill 
said. “You realize how pre¬ 
cious life is.”

Russia to pull out 


Russia announced it would 
begin withdrawing forces 
from Georgia today after a 
war that dealt a humiliat¬ 
ing blow to the Black Sea 
state. 

Georgian President 
Milcheil Saakashvili called 
for international monitor¬ 
ing of the pullout. 

“I think the world should 
watch,” he told a news con¬ 
ference with German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
in Tbilisi. Merkel said the 
world would be watching 


for Russia to withdraw 
quickly under the terms of 
a six-point peace plan. 

U.S. Secretaiy of State 
Condoleezza Rice urged 
Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev to withdraw 
troops quickly. “The word 
of the Russian president 
needs to be upheld by his 
forces or people are going 
to begin to wonder if Rus¬ 
sia can be trusted,” she 
told NBC. 

Moscow has given no 
firm deadline for its com¬ 


plete withdrawal. 

The 10-day confronta¬ 
tion killed around 200 
Georgians, dealt a crushing 
blow to the country’s mili- 
taiy, damaged its economy, 
disrupted road and rail 
links and drew criticism in 
the West of Saakashvili’s 
handling of the crisis. 

Talks are under way to 
establish agreement on a 
peacekeeping force, which 
seems likely to include a 
large Russian contingent.

n 2005, I attended an 
international confer¬ 
ence in Montreal on the 
Kyoto Protocol. There, I 
heard a speech by Ger¬ 
man parliamentarian Her¬ 
mann Scheer. I knew noth¬ 
ing about him, but as I lis¬ 
tened to him talk about 
how Germany had become 
the world’s leading ex¬ 
porter of wind technology 
and was on its way to phas¬ 
ing out its nuclear reactors, 
I was blown away. Here was 
a politician who articulated 
the obvious realities about 
energy: fossil fuels are finite 
and will run out, the biggest 
sources of oil are often in 
the most politically volatile 
regions, nuclear energy is 
also nonrenewable and be¬ 
queaths a legacy of radioac¬ 
tive waste for thousands of 
generations, and the sun 
provides free, clean energy 
in abundance to all nations. 

I have since come to 
know this canny, fearless 
politician who has stayed 
true to his beliefs for four 
decades and has become 
so popular he doesn’t have 
to play party politics. The 
problem of energy, he told 
me recently in Berlin, is 
not technological; it is po¬ 
litical in the broadest 
sense. Once the decision is 
made to exploit a particu¬ 
lar form of energy all 
kinds of expertise and in¬ 
frastructure are built up. 

After the OPEC oil embar¬ 
go in 1973, Dr. Scheer, who 


has a doctorate in econom¬ 
ics, realized that energy was 
a major weakness in Ger¬ 
many’s industrial future. 
The country didn’t have oil 
reserves or large rivers for 
hydroelectric projects and 
so was generating electrici¬ 
ty with nuclear and coal 
plants. He realized that this 
made Germany vulnerable 
to the vagaries of geopoli¬ 
tics and that these were not 
sustainable forms of energy. 

Dr. Scheer was able to in¬ 
troduce an innovative plan, a 
feed-in tariff, which commits 
the country to accept all re¬ 
newable energy onto the 
grid and to guarantee a pre¬ 
mium price for that energy 
for 20 years. That provided a 
huge incentive for individu¬ 
als or co-ops to build turbines 
and install solar panels be¬ 
cause banks would not hesi¬ 
tate to provide loans given 
those conditions. 

As a recent article in the 
Globe and Mail noted, the 
feed-in tariff, beyond giving 
Germany more than 20,000 
megawatts of clean energy, 
has also created new eco¬ 
nomic opportunities. The 
renewable-energy sector 
now “generates about $240- 
billion in annual revenues 
and employs a quarter-mil- 
lion Germans. Germany’s 
wind industry created 
8,000 jobs in 2007 alone.” 

Many people have been 
calling for a switch to renew¬ 
able energy. Former vice- 
president A1 Gore has called 
on the U.S. to switch to 100 
per cent renewable energy 
within 10 years. In response, 
we’ve heard the same old 
tune from a chorus of stuck- 
in-the-oil naysayers. Some¬ 
one should introduce them 
to Herman Scheer.

thieves like US: Nikki Finlce, 
the insider’s insider on Hol¬ 
lywood’s backroom deal¬ 
ings, leaked an ABC memo 
last week that allegedly has 
an executive vice-president 
advising anyone who wants 
a producer’s credit on an 
ABC show to keep their eye 
out for foreign productions 
whose premise is vague 
enough to warrant ripping 
off without bothering to get 
permission or contracts. 

Needless to say, it’s set 
off a bit of a brush fire in a 
town where that sort of 
thing can result in whole 
suburbs reduced to ashes. 

“Foreign formats have 
increased in popularity as 
the basis for U.S. television 
development and produc¬ 
tion,” wrote one Howard 
M. Davine, in a June 24 
memo sent to network 
“term deal executive pro¬ 
ducers.” Davine went on to 
detail how buying foreign 
shows for U.S. adaptation 


seems like a sweet deal at 
first, but the inconvenient 
foreigners who came up 
with the original idea have 
this unfortunate tendency 
to want credit and, hor¬ 
rors, even payment for 
their work. 

“If you or your own have 
come across an existing 
foreign TV project that you 
feel is something you’d 
like to explore adapting 
for the U.S. market,” con¬ 
cluded Davine, “again, 
please first discuss the op¬ 
portunity with (ABC Stu¬ 
dios) Creative Affairs to 


give us the same opportu¬ 
nity to independently eval¬ 
uate whether a licence of 
the underlying property is 
warranted.” 

In other words, don’t say 
a thing until we’ve had a 
chance to run it by the 
lawyers, and if we can 
change a character or a set¬ 
ting here and there, we 
can call it our own damned 
idea, and no one will be 
the wiser. 

So the folks behind Ugly 
Betty would have done 
themselves a greater serv¬ 
ice if, after watching a few 


episodes of Yo Soy Betty La 
Fea, the Colombian telen¬ 
ovela, they brainstormed 
with a few of the folks in 
legal and, say, changed Bet¬ 
ty to Dorothy, and made 
her, say, really tall and not 
homely. 

Change the setting to a 
newspaper from a fashion 
house and it’s Ferraris all 
around by the time the pi¬ 
lot airs. 

The Europe-based For¬ 
mat Recognition and Pro¬ 
tection Association (FRA- 
PA) demanded ABC repudi¬ 
ate Davine’s memo, and 
added that they’d be fight¬ 
ing the network as well as 
Disney, its corporate par¬ 
ent, on behalf of the inter¬ 
national producers it rep¬ 
resents. 

“If ABC and Disney refuse 
to repudiate the contents of 
the Davine memo,” Fox Re¬ 
ality president and FRAPA 
founder David Lyle told the 
Guardian, “then producers 
in both the U.S. and around 
the world might note their 
silence and help themselves 
to the ‘underlying premise’ 
of Hannah Montana.”
